Tha heal of tbo laat three doys has been 
porfecily uoeadurable. Tho snflerings of 
persons exposed to tho rays of the sun have 
io mas; oaFe|B preyed fatal ; but (be tortnie, 
trials and temptatloDa of (he sweltering 
democraoyi orowdad, packed and atroBgHos 
,10 the OoDventipa at Tammany Hall, have 
been dreadfui. To-day it was a toacb of 
Tophet in the Hall, and I fear tho worst is 
yet.lo coDoe. The tneroury in this variable 
olinaatA pssaed over vtide tbermometrical 
ranges in brief space of time. Rapid 
changes ooour in both the rise and tho fall 
of iho sensilivo indicator. In lour days ol 
last week there wea a diHeronco of 33j,, dn- 
groes, tho minimum being 61 degrees at 3 
o'clock on Tunaday morning, and the maxi- 
mam 05^^ degrees at half-past 2 on Satnr„ 
dajr aftornooo. This healed taTm has dia- 
tarbed the Gulf 'Streaoi theory, the protracted 
oold weatkoi of last spring was aooooDted for 
by the movement of the Gulf Stream aomo 
two or three bandred miles lo the eastward. 
Now York was doomed to perpetual ohilU 
a nd da nipncaa. Like all previous weather 
prophecies th9 Gulf Stream theory has bcoo 
dissipntod, luul tha oliuiaio has retrieved ite 
raputation for variability, sod after bd 
Arctio winter, and aa Alaskan Spring is 
serving up a tropical summer, 

Tlio colubrDtloii ot (be Fonrtb of Jaly, on 
Saturday, wad acoompanied by the usual 
waste of gunpowder and ooninmption of 
grog. But the number ot oaanaltiea and 
outrages were less than common, although 
Bareral mnrders occurred ia this city and 
environs.

The murdered man was 65 years 
of age, The display of fireworks at night 
was very fine, but at one point tho efTeot was 
spoiled by tho iutroJuotion of a piece, which 
in letters of blue and green firo, advieod the 
people to "bay none but 'S tobacco." Tha 
public ore naturally enraged at this unwar- 
rantablo liberty, ond churge lbs Commiitue 
and tbo pyiOtcchnist with having becQ 
bribnd to permit tbe iripertincnce. There 
was u fino display oi military during the 
day, prominent among wbiob was a regiment 
of Feoiaos. These fine fellows, however, ap> 
pear to have airdvsd ottbe end of their tether, 
Tbey attract no attention now, except from 
the qaarrelllDg and hiokericg among 
themselves, and as an order tbay are mori« 
tonnd. Tho other day Colonel O'Neill, the 
new President of tho Irish IJepablic, mude 
complaint bolore a Justice that tha Editor 
of an Jriih Ainorican pap.r was inciting 
bim to creiitc a bi-uich of the peauo, Ttia 
editor r/as arrosliid, when it appoarine tbit 
thoy liad merely cri'.lcisijtl tho Prosideol'a 
ofTicial uots, they wore discharged.

With each of 
theso trees Jie removed some earth with 
the roots. That incident is fully vouched 
tor, nnd, if a few more eimilar experi- 
ments produco tho Bftine'reBalt, it will bo 
a strong argument to horticulturists, gar-* 
doners, and fruit growers to do such work 
entirely at night.
